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How disgusting 


Headteachers angered as dog 
owners allow their pets to 
poo on school playing fields 


HEADTEACHERS in Newmarket 
have spoken out about the “per¬ 
sistent” and “dangerous” prob¬ 
lem of dog excrement being left 
on a school playing field. 

The field at Newmarket Col¬ 
lege has been plagued by dog 
poo left by owners who do not 
pick up after their pets. 

Nick Froy, deputy principal 
at Newmarket College, has ac¬ 
cused dog owners of “jeopardis¬ 
ing sporting events” and brand¬ 
ed them “irresponsible” 

He said: “Unfortunately this 
has been a persistent problem 
and we ask dog owners to walk 
their pets elsewhere. 

“Their antisocial behaviour 
has jeopardised sporting events 
in the past and the long jump 
has been made unusable be¬ 
cause the sand pit is often full of 
dog mess. 

“And the way that some irre¬ 
sponsible dog owners have spo¬ 
ken to our staff and students has 
been totally unacceptable.” 

Sharon FitzGerald, head¬ 
teacher at Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School, has also en¬ 
countered the minefield of dog

mess as she takes children from 
the school to the leisure centre. 

She said: “Dog owners are not 
acting in a responsible way and 
cleaning up after their dogs. The 
college kindly let us cut through 
the field so we do not lose too 
much learning time. We were 
walking across and having to 
dodge several amounts of dog 
poo. 

“It’s very dangerous and a 
health risk. The children are very 
vigilant but it’s not nice to get it 
on their shoes and clothes.” 

Mrs FitzGerald added that the 
college had considered fencing 
off the field to the public com¬ 
pletely. She said: “It would be a 
shame really because it is a well 
used resource for the commu¬ 
nity and the school but at the 
moment with it the way it is, it 
can’t go on. 

“I don’t even know if there’s a 
dog poo bin there. There may 
just be a need for one and the 
problem may be solved.”

Anglo Saxon 
warrior conies 
home at last 


MILDENHALL Museum reo¬ 
pened its doors yesterday for 
visitors to meet its newest 
resident - the Lakenheath 
Warrior. 

The museum has been 
shut while undergoing a £1.2 
million refurbishment. 

And it now houses the An¬ 
glo Saxon skeleton, which 
was found at RAF Laken¬ 
heath in 1997. 

The warrior, who is 
thought to have died in 
around 500 AD, was found 
buried with his horse, bridle, 
sword and shield. 

Anne Leakey, a volunteer 
at the museum, said: “I loved 
seeing the warrior in all its 
glory. Now it’s as it was in the 
original excavation. 

“I think that will become 
my favourite part of the mu¬ 
seum in time. 

“I think it’s far more inter¬ 
esting to see local artifacts 
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displayed locally. I think hav¬ 
ing the warrior here is better 
because it’s a lot more ap¬ 
preciated to think This was 
found just down the road’ 
rather than having to go to 
London to see it.” 

As part of the refurbish¬ 
ment, which took about a 
year to complete, the muse¬ 
um has doubled in size and 
has new exhibitions includ¬ 
ing the warrior and costume 
displays from the Second 
World War. 

A replica of the Milden- 
hall Treasure, Roman silver 
tableware which was found 
near West Row in the 1940s, 
have also joined the exhibits 
again. 

Anne added: “The treasure 
has been set up in a different 
way than before so it looks so 
much better. 


“They’ve been redoing the 
Second World War exhibits 
too so it looks great.” 

Funding for the renova¬ 
tions came from organi¬ 
sations including Forest 
Heath District Council, Suf¬ 
folk County Council, the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and 
Mildenhall Parish Council. 

The new museum also has 
a new community area to be 
used for children’s activities 
and will have disabled ac¬ 
cess to all parts of the mu¬ 
seum, thanks to a new lift. 

Mildenhall Museum is lo¬ 
cated in King Street and is 
open from 2pm to 4.30pm on 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Saturday and from 10.30am 
to 4.30pm on Fridays. 

Admission is free but do¬ 
nations are welcomed.

Keys should be securely zipped in a pocket 
so that property can still be entered if a bag 
is stolen.

‘Low-life thief 
steals pensioner’s 
mobility scooter 


AN 85-year-old woman from 
Newmarket has been left 
devastated after the theft of 
her mobility scooter. 

Iris Oliver’s scooter was 
one of two stolen from a store 
room at her sheltered hous¬ 
ing in Barlings Court. 

Her daughter Susan said 
it has left her shocked and 
that her mother is finding life 
without it “very difficult”. 

She said: “It’s all very sad. 
Talk about a low-life thief. 

“My mother has arthritis 
and she finds walking dif¬ 
ficult. She gave up driving 
when she moved in and this 
kept her independence. 

“But now if she wants to go 
anywhere she has to get a taxi 
and that is expensive.” 

Mrs Oliver is waiting for 
the insurance company to 
pay up before she can get a 
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replacement. 

Susan added: “It shocked a 
lot of the residents because 
they thought the scooters 
were safe and secure. They do 
a magnificent job in Barlings 
Court and my mother loves it 
there because they can keep 
their independence. So for 
some low-life to do this is be¬ 
yond my comprehension.” 

The pair expect the scoot¬ 
ers were loaded into a van 
and say they do not expect to 
see them again. 

Susan said: “We had a look 
on eBay in the hope we might 
find it but there are so many. 

“Or there’s a chance it 
could have been broken up 
and used as parts.” 

The police have since been 


to mark up other mobil¬ 
ity scooters to try and deter 
thieves and stop a similar 
thing from happening again. 

Sgt Mark Shipton of New¬ 
market Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) said his officers 
provided practical crime pre¬ 
vention assistance to owners 
of mobility scooters. 

He said: “There have been 
no further thefts in the area 
since, but Newmarket SNT 
have taken the opportunity 
to carry out some proactive 
work in the hope of prevent¬ 
ing any further thefts in the 
future.”

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Drug 
seller to 
expect 
prison 

A MAN who travelled 
to Newmarket to sell 
drugs has been warned 
he faces a lengthy pris¬ 
on sentence. 

Numan Arif, 21, was 
arrested in the town on 
July 5, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Friday 

Police found Arif was 
carrying wraps of her¬ 
oin and cocaine as well 
as £800. Further drugs 
were found when Arif’s 
home was searched. 

Arif, of Islington, 
pleaded guilty to the 
supply of heroin, sup¬ 
ply of cocaine and 
possession of criminal 
property comprising of 
money found on him. 

The court was told 
that Arif had 20 previ¬ 
ous convictions for 28 
offences, most recently 
in June 2012 for pos¬ 
session of cannabis and 
stolen property. 

Defending, Cornelia 
Dykers said Arif was 
trying to raise money to 
pay off a drug debt. 

Judge David Goodin 
adjourned sentencing, 
warning a lengthy cus¬ 
todial term was inevita¬ 
ble. He was remanded 
in custody.

Mr Froy has encour¬ 
aged people to report 
the actions of those 
who “refuse to act re¬ 
sponsibly” so that they 
can be pursued by the 
council and have action 
taken against them. 

He added: “Allowing 
dogs to foul on a school 
site is clearly totally 
inconsiderate and we 
believe that the people 
who are not clearing up 
after their pets need to 
show some respect for 
our students and staff, 
as well as responsibility 
for their animals.” 

Forest Heath District 
Council say that dog 
fouling carries a fine of 
up to £1,000. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Allowing your dog to 
foul an area is anti-so¬ 
cial and could be un¬ 
healthy as well which 
is why we provide dog 
and litter bins. 

“We urge the public 
to report cases of dog 
fouling they witness as 
we need their help to 
investigate the poor be¬ 
haviour of a minority of 
dog owners.”

Hatchfield Farm: 
plans submitted 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
a housing site in Newmarket 
have been submitted. 

The plans for Hatch- 
field Farm include 400 new 
homes, sports pitches, open 
spaces and improved pedes¬ 
trian, cycle and horse cross¬ 
ings in the north east of New¬ 
market. 

It has previously been 
claimed that the develop¬ 
ment will destroy Newmar¬ 
ket with Cllr Rachel Hood 
saying: “This housing is go¬ 
ing to destroy Newmarket if 
it goes ahead. 

“It is going to destroy the 
racing industry which is the 
main industry in the town. 
The reality is you can’t train 
horses in an urban environ¬ 
ment.”

Lord Derby, who owns the 
greenfield site, has also been 
urged to “listen to Newmar¬ 
ket” submitted by Cllr Lisa 
Chambers. 

Councillors first thought 
that the development would 
create 1,230 homes. 

However, the plans sub¬ 
mitted this week will bring 
up to 400 homes after feed¬ 
back from the local com¬ 
munity “made it clear they 
[a larger number of houses] 
were not wanted”. 

The application comes af¬ 
ter two public exhibitions, 
meetings with community 
groups and a survey of 18 to 
35-year-olds on Newmarket 


High Street. 

A spokesperson for the 
Hatchfield Farm project said: 
“We have received balanced 
feedback throughout the 
process with some support¬ 
ing the idea of new homes 
and others with concerns 
over the impact on traffic 
and horseracing. 

“We have addressed con¬ 
cerns where they have arisen 
and have looked to work with 
a wide range of representat- 
uves and individuals from 
across Newmarket.” 

The application is expect¬ 
ed to be considered in the 
coming months.

IN the Racing Post recently, 

William Gittus of the Jockey Club 
and the Newmarket Horsemen's 
Group is quoted as saying "Town 
planning in Newmarket is horribly 
complicated - it's about working 
out how best one can protect and 
develop the town's unique cultural 
and economic structure based on its 
horse racing industry, providing jobs 
and growth, and at the same time 
meeting the town's housing and 
other development needs." 

The Racing Post also says ".. 
the Horsemen's Group has said it 
would like to work with Unex over 
what they want to do about their 
Queensbury Lodge Stables site". 

The desire to work with Unex 
to tidy up the racecourse end of 
town is commendable. Equally few 
would disagree with the wish to 
protect and develop Newmarket's 
cultural and economic structure. 

I would, however, question 
the likelihood and advisability of 
growth, certainly excessive growth, 
of the racing industry and would 
not wish it to follow the disastrous 
ambitions of other industries, 
especially the banking and financial 
sectors, which have led the country 
into its current parlous state.

This boom, I believe, was 
fuelled by excessive and extended 
credit facilities with the banks 
lending money (and gambling on 
markets) caring not a whit that it 
was extremely unlikely to ever be 
repaid, as most often they took their 
commissions and bonuses up front. 

I must advise here that I have 
a personal interest in racing in 
Newmarket and the UK as my son 
and (occasionally) I work in the 
industry. My daughter does too but 
in Sydney and is shortly to become 
Australian, so I have no particular 
qualms about others seeking 
greener grass. 

The financial crisis has seen a 
fall in owners, excepting overseas 
owners, and a fall in racehorse and 
breeding numbers yet an increase in 
race meetings. 

The boom years exposed a 
staff shortage that has required 
employment of large numbers of 
non-resident workers. 

There must surely be an optimum 
capacity for both horses and 
humans in Newmarket. 

Working out how best to 
utilise and optimise the limited 
space available will require the 
consideration, goodwill and, 
possibly, compromise of all.

Man sentenced 
after striking 
victim with 
a wheel brace 


A MAN was struck on the 
head with a metal wheel 
brace as he watched TV at a 
bedsit in Newmarket, a court 
has been told. 

The victim, Daniel Smith, 
was left with blood stream¬ 
ing down his face after the 
attack at an address in Palace 
Street. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard that Daniel Sinden, 
42, of Park Lane, Newmarket, 
had pleaded guilty to an of¬ 
fence of assault causing ac¬ 
tual bodily harm. 

He was sentenced to 20 
weeks imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 12 months and 
ordered to carry out 30 hours 
of unpaid community work. 

Prosecuting, Lori Tucker 
said the incident happened 
at about 3am on May 17 at a 
bedsit being rented by Tony 
Hughes where Sinden and 
other friends had gathered. 

Following the arrival of Mr 
Smith, Sinden who was at 
the time living in the same 
building, left the room and 
returned shortly afterwards 
armed with a wheel brace 
wrapped in a pair of his own

underpants. 

Ms Tucker said Mr Smith, 
who was watching TV, heard 
a remark about a belt he had 
borrowed from Sinden and 
then felt a blow to the top of 
his head. 

She said: “Suddenly he felt 
blood pouring over his face.” 

After a tussle in which 
Mr Smith grabbed Sinden 
in a headlock in a bid to re¬ 
strain him, police arrived. Mr 
Smith was treated at hospital 
for a laceration to his scalp. 

When interviewed by po¬ 
lice Sinden made a full ad¬ 
mission about what he had 
done and said he had been 
drinking. 

Defending, facob Edwards 
said Sinden had expressed 
remorse and told the court: 
“He understands what he 
did was wholly inappropri¬ 
ate and unacceptable.” 

Mr Edwards claimed that 
the incident had resulted 
from problems caused by 
anti social behaviour by visi¬ 
tors to the bedsits but said 


Sinden was now keen to put 
his past, which included a 
number of convictions, be¬ 
hind him. 

Mr Edwards said: “The 
background to all his offend¬ 
ing has been alcohol.” He 
said Sinden, who at one time 
was drinking three bottles 
of spirits a day, was taking 
successful steps to tackle his 
problems. 

Sentencing him, Ms Re¬ 
corder Heather Rogers QC 
told Sinden: “Fortunately 
the consequences for Mr 
Smith were not as serious as 
they can be when someone 
is struck on the head with a 
heavy instrument. 

“It was by more luck than 
judgement that Mr Smith in¬ 
juries were not more severe.” 

In a statement handed 
to Ms Recorder Rogers, the 
court heard that since the 
incident Sinden had moved 
and his landlords believed 
that the attack happened 
because he had reached the 
end of his tether because of 
anti social behaviour and 
that had caused him to re¬ 
sume drinking.

A MAN with no driving 
licence who led police on 
a high speed chase has 
been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Joshua Stanbridge, 22, 
reached speeds of up to 
85mph fleeing from po¬ 
lice who wanted to check 
if he had a valid tax disc.

Prosecuting, Michael 
Crimp said police gave 
chase with blue lights 
and siren. Stanbridge led 
officers along roads at 
speeds of up to 50mph in 
a 30mph area. 

As the pursuit pro¬ 
gressed along narrow 
lanes at speeds of up to 
85mph, he overtook two 
cars on a bend, momen¬ 
tarily lost control and 
passed through Lidgate 
village at 80mph. 

Police lost sight of the 
Ford Focus but found 
it afterwards near farm 


buildings in Lidgate. 

After a police helicop¬ 
ter arrived, Stanbridge 
emerged from woodland 
and gave himself up. 

Malcolm Plummer, de¬ 
fence, said: “It was an ap¬ 
palling piece of driving. 
It wasn’t so much that he 
would be in trouble with 
the authorities but let¬ 
ting his father down.” 

Stanbridge pleaded 
guilty to dangerous driv¬ 
ing, driving with no in¬ 
surance and driving with 
no licence. Sentencing 
him to 12 months im¬ 
prisonment suspended 
for two years, Judge Da¬ 
vid Gooding said that 


being at harvest time it 
was fortunate he had not 
been confronted with 
an agricultural vehicle, 
been unable to stop and 
been killed or maimed 
someone else. 

Stanbridge was or¬ 
dered to complete 150 
hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work, pay £200 
prosecution costs, £100 
victim surcharge and 
banned from applying 
for a driving licence for 
12 months. He also im¬ 
posed a 9pm to 4.30am 
curfew for ten weeks 
where he must stay with 
his brother at an address 
in Bury St Edmunds.

RACE organisers have spoken of 
their disappointment after being 
forced to cancel a charity race due 
to lack of participants. 

The second annual Run the 
Walks race was due to take place 
in Newmarket on Sunday, to raise 
money for two town charities - 
racing charity Racing Welfare and 
homelessness charity Newmarket 
Open Door. 

However due to a lack of interest 
from runners, the unique race has 
had to be scrapped. 

John Durrant, manager of 
Newmarket Open Door and 
one of the race organisers, 
said he was “very disap¬ 
pointed” by the lack of 
entries. 

He said: “We had to 
cancel the race due to 
circumstances beyond 
our control. 

“It was mainly we just 
didn’t get enough people 
signed up. 

“We had to pay for the use 
of traffic management which is 
a lot of money for us and we can’t 
afford to lose money on the race.” 

The 12km race was set to fol¬ 
low a course through the historic 
town centre, providing the public 
with a rare chance to run along the 
sprawling network of horse walks 
around Newmarket. 

Runners would then head up to 
the Rowley Mile racecourse and 
down along the High Street.

The closure of the High Street 
section of the race is understood 
to have cost around £1,500, which 
was a significant cost for the organ¬ 
isers. 

Despite this year’s disappoint¬ 
ment, organisers are committed to 
arranging the race again for next 
year. 

Mr Durrant said: “We are very 
disappointed but we intend to or¬ 
ganise one again next year and 
see if we can do it better.” 

He added: “I would like 
to thank all of our con¬ 
tributors, runners and 
helpers who were in¬ 
volved up to this late 
stage. 

“Hopefully we will be 
back bigger and better 
next year.” 

Last year’s race had 
more than 70 runners take 
part and was won by New¬ 
market Jogger member Martin 
Gear. 

The race was started by New¬ 
market Open Door’s patron Terry 
Waite.

Wireless trial aims at 
cutting A14 congestion

THE A14 is to become the UK’s first 
‘internet-connected’ road in a trial 
which could ultimately pave the 
way for self-driving cars. 

Sensors have been fitted along 
a 50-mile stretch of the trunk road 
between the port of Felixstowe, 
past Newmarket and as far as Cam¬ 
bridge, and later this month they 
will start sending signals to and 
from electronic devices in vehicles 
taking part in the experiment. 

In the first instance they will be 
used for traffic management, with 
speed and location information be¬ 
ing sent from vehicles, and conges¬ 
tion information being delivered to 
motorists. 

In the longer-term, the sensors 
could connect to mobile phones 
and be used to levy tolls or enforce 
speed limits - or even to allow an 
onboard computer to override the 
driver by directing the vehicle onto 
a diversion or imposing a maxi¬ 
mum speed. 

The project is a partnership be¬ 
tween the Department for Trans¬ 
port, BT, and Histon-based wireless 
networking company Neul - which 
believes the technology could lead

to self-driving cars in the next few 
decades. 

Ben Peters, the firm’s vice-pres¬ 
ident for marketing, said: “This is 
an enabling technology for auton¬ 
omous cars but there are a lot of 
other safety and confidentiality is¬ 
sues. The technology is now here to 
do this kind of things, but it’s more a 
question of politics for when these 
kind of applications take off.” 

The trial was one of several an¬ 
nounced by communications 
watchdog Ofcom using ‘white spac¬ 
es’ between television channel fre¬ 
quencies. 

Mr Peters added: “What we’re 
aiming for is to be able to manage 
traffic more effectively, which has 
economic benefits, and motorists 
should be able to avoid queues.”

Unions anger 
as fire chief 
keeps pension 


UNIONS have criticised 
a deal which saw Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s chief fire officer 
retire and return to work a 
few weeks later - safeguard¬ 
ing his pension package. 

Graham Stagg, who earns 
£190,000 annually, was rein¬ 
stated last week following a 
month’s unpaid leave, days 
after rank-and-file firefight¬ 
ers went on strike over pro¬ 
posed changes to pensions. 

Mr Stagg has been entitled 
to claim his pension lump 
sum and his pension has 
been safeguarded on its ex¬ 
isting terms. 

However, his pension pot, 
which was accrued over 30 
years’ service, will now not 
be topped up beyond its cur¬ 
rent level.

The Fire Brigades Union 
is concerned at plans to in¬ 
crease the retirement age 
from 55 to 60. 

Jamie Wyatt, FBU regional 
secretary, said: “We think it’s 
a bit unfair that any senior 
officer can retire and claim 
both pension and salary, and 
yet firefighters on the front 
line could end up losing both 
under these new proposals. 
It seems grossly unfair to us.” 

Chris Strickland, deputy 
chief fire officer, said the ar¬ 
rangement had been agreed 
by the fire authority 18 
months ago. 

He said: “This is a common 


practice that happens regu¬ 
larly within the public sector. 
During the month he was 
away, other members of the 
senior management team 
were temporarily promoted 
to cover the absence and to 
ensure operational resilience 
was maintained at all times. 

“The benefits are that the 
fire authority is able to keep 
the stability of its senior 
management team during 
what is a very difficult time 
for the service. 

“It will also mean that the 
fire authority will no longer 
have to pay pension contri¬ 
butions for the chief fire of¬ 
ficer, thereby saving money.” 

Mr Stagg is expected to re¬ 
main for about a year before 
he retires for good.

Are harvest mites 
making dogs sick? 


A PILOT study has begun 
into a mystery illness af¬ 
fecting dogs during the au¬ 
tumn months. 

Little is known about 
Seasonal Canine Illness 
(SCI), which causes vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhoea and/or leth¬ 
argy within 24 to 72 hours 
of walking in woodland 
between August and No¬ 
vember. 

Now the Animal Health 
Trust, based in Kentford, 
has launched a pilot study 
to investigate a possible 
link between SCI and har¬ 
vest mites. So far this year 
there have been 49 cases in 
total reported to the AHT 
and a number of cases 
have shown evidence of 
harvest mite infestation.

Charlotte Robin, SCI Re¬ 
search Co-ordinator at the 
AHT, said: “To enable us to 
eliminate harvest mites as 
a potential cause of SCI, 
we are advising dog own¬ 
ers to treat their dogs with 
a fipronil spray directly 
before walking in wood¬ 
lands.” 

Researchers want dog 
owners to use the fipronil 
spray, a prescription-only 
insecticide often used as 
external parasite treatment 
for pets. 

Charlotte said: “Dog 
owners need to be aware 
that using fipronil spray 
may not protect their dog 
from SCI, but it could pro¬ 


tect them from harvest 
mites and other external 
parasites. What we are try¬ 
ing to do with this study is 
eliminate the harvest mite 
and other external para¬ 
sites from our 
enquiries. 

“Clearly if 
harvest mites 
are not caus¬ 
ing SCI then 
using fipronil 
spray is not 
going to stop 
dogs from con¬ 
tracting SCI, so 
please remain 
vigilant for the 
clinical signs in your dog 
and contact your vet im¬ 
mediately for advice if 
you suspect something is 


wrong. 

The AHT has five test 
sites including Thetford 
Forest and the Sandring¬ 
ham Estate, in Norfolk, 
where participants can 
walk their dogs 
and access the 
fibronil spray 
free of charge. 
P a r t i c i - 
pants will 
be required 
to complete 
an online 
questionnaire 
and a follow¬ 
up question¬ 
naire, regardless 
of whether their dog was 
taken ill or not.

£150,000 needed 
for new scout hut 


THE Scout group in Burwell 
are appealing for help to raise

AS Jennifer Saunders heads for Cambridge 
Corn Exchange as part of this month’s Ely 
Literary Festival, Simon Gage asks about her 
new autobiography, Bonkers , that Spice Girls 
musical - and whether or not we should expect 
an Ab Fab movie... 

What should people expect from the evening? 

The interesting thing about the evening 
in Cambridge is that my old friend Joanna - 
JoBo - is hosting it. She'll be questioning me 
because she does a lot of literary stuff round 
there. She interviewed Dawn (French) for her 
book and she's going to be my interviewer. 
How does writing about yourself compare to 
creating comedy characters? 

I suppose in a funny way I am sort of 
presenting a funny side of me, rather than... 
it is sort of true, really. Yes, you're presenting 
your quirks, and that is very like a character. In 
the book I suppose I am a character. 

There’s a lot of you in your characters anyway, 
isn’t there? 

Yes. Well there has to be, really. Because you 
have to do them. Certainly in Edina. They are 
just part of you, really. 

Did Dawn French give you any advice? Did you 
read Dear Fattyi 

Dawn just told me to do it on time! Which I 
failed to do! Only by a month though. But it 
was pretty tense by the end. And yes, I loved 
hers. But you see she found a really good way 
into it, which I thought was brilliant, which 
was through the letters. I think hers was lovely 
and brilliant and also very emotional. 

In Bonkers , you talk about the characters you 
and Dawn created, Fatty and Grumpy, and 
they’ve stuck in a way, haven’t they? People do 
think of you as the difficult one, don’t they? 


I suppose so but I don't really mind. There 
was always the thing that Dawn would do that 
if anything went pear-shaped, or an argument 
needed to be settled, then I would be sent in. 
Because I wouldn't have done a lot of talking 
up to that point, I would be sent in as the sort 
of final word. 

How close to your real character is that 
though? Or are you just shy and inactive? 

Yeah, both really. But I am quite good if it's 
really important to say something and I'm 
much better at it now. 

And is it really the end of French and 
Saunders? Are you really never going to work 
together again? 

We just retired the act, which was the French 
and Saunders sketches, the show, the act. I 
mean, we'll always work together, but it won't 
be (sings) French and Saunders, doop-di-woo- 
ee-woo. That's what we retired. Probably 
foolishly! (Laughs) 

So what is in the future, apart from Bonkerrt 

I'm doing another Blandings this winter, 
then I've got a couple of little things bubbling 
under, one telly thing and a little film I want to 
get going. But they're really just at the talking 
stage at the moment. And I'm sort of quite 
enjoying that. I have this horror of my diary 
being filled up by silly little things. I'm trying 
to keep next year as a sort of think tank thing, 
and maybe the Absolutely Fabulous film is 
one of those things! 

Is the Ab Fab movie ever going to happen? 

Oof, I don't know! You see, I've said no, and 
now I don't know. I honestly don't know. It's 
really got to come from me, which is a shame 
(laughs). The biggest shame of the whole thing 
is that I'm in charge (laughs)!

EXCITING developments are afoot 
with the News-backed Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series, which opens 
this month at the Corn Exchange. 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
have been named Orchestra in 
Residence at the Corn Exchange 
for the next three years. They will 
perform half of the concerts in the 
2013/14 series and will end the series 
with world-famous cellist Julian Lloyd 
Webber delighting audiences with his 
soulful interpretation of Elgar's Cello 
Concerto.

'Unfinished' Symphony 

At the age of 25, violin soloist Chloe 
Hanslip has firmly cemented her 
reputation as an artist of distinction 
on the international stage. Her recent 
recordings for Naxos have received 
outstanding reviews and she won the 
Young British Classical Performer at 
the Classical Brits in 2003. 

During this concert, she will give a 
sublime interpretation of Bruch's rich 
and lyrical Violin Concerto No 1.

Philip Glass is one of the giants of 
20th century classical music and his 
Cello Concerto No 2 is the resonant 
and meditative condensation of his 
score for Godfrey Reggio's critically 
acclaimed film Naqoyqatsi. John 
Adams' Harmonielehre, which 
concludes the concert, requires 
breathtaking orchestral resources 
and will fill the Corn Exchange stage 
in a way never seen (or heard!) by 
audiences before. 

On Thursday, May 22, the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra will return 
for the final concert in the series with 
an evening of English music from 
Britten, Elgar and Vaughan Williams.

Le Week-End (15, 93 mins) 

LIFE begins and also falls 
apart at 60 in the cinematic 
collaborations of director 
Roger Michell (Notting Hill) 
and screenwriter Hanif 
Kureishi (My Beautiful 
Laundrette ). 

In 2003, they sensitively 
explored the spiky issue 
of romance across the 
generational divide between 
grandmother (Anne Reid) 
and her grown-up daughter's 
hunky beau (Daniel Craig) 
in The Mother. There was 
a similar lightness of touch 
in the Oscar-nominated 
2006 film, Venus, in which a 
septuagenarian thesp (Peter 
O'Toole) gets a twinkle in 
his eye around his twenty¬ 
something carer (Jodie 
Whittaker). 

Laughter and heartbreak 
walk hand in clammy hand in 
Michell and Kureishi's latest 
confection, Le Week-end, an 
elegiac portrait of a married 
couple testing the robustness 
of their relationship during a 
celebratory weekend in Paris. 

The French capital looks 
glorious and provides a 
suitably swoonsome backdrop 
to Kureishi's verbal grenades 
that explode with devastating 
impact. 



Jim Broadbent and Lindsay 
Duncan, who played onscreen 
spouses in the 2006 TV movie 
Longford, spare themselves 
and each other few blushes 
as the husband and wife, who 
have watched their brood 
fly the nest and must now 
contemplate spending their 
twilight years solely in each 
other's company. 

Festivities start on a sour

Turning 

Japanese 


THEY are among the most spectacular sights of 
autumn, as their leaves turn sizzling shades of 
red, burnt orange and yellow. 

Japanese maples, or acers, may be expensive 
but they are still as popular as ever, possibly 
because there are varieties for 
almost every situation, even 
if you have the smallest urban 
garden. 

With slow-growing types that 
are suitable for pots, larger 
varieties which can create 
stunning backdrops and those 
which will drape above smaller 
rock plants, in woodland 
settings or as a framework to 
ponds, there's really no excuse 
not to have a Japanese maple 
in your garden. 

They will grow happily on 
acid or alkaline soils, need sun for good foliage 
colour but should be kept clear of biting winds, 
which will burn their delicate foliage, or drought, 
which will cause their leaves to go brown at the 
tips. 

However, they're not keen on chalk, so the soil 
needs to be lime free and preferably slightly acidic. 
I've had Acer palmatum var. dissectum 'Garnet' in 


ericaceous compost in a pot for five years and it 
has thrived, being kept well watered and sheltered 
from harsh winds. Replacing the surface compost 
of the pot with new compost every year will also 
help keep the nutrients flowing in a permanent 
planting. 

Alternatively, plant them 
in large pots of John Innes 
loam-based compost for the 
best results, or a compost 
comprising equal parts John 
Innes No 2 and a soil-less 
multipurpose compost, which 
will hang on to water and 
nutrients more effectively. 

Among the best for autumn 
leaves is the Acer griseum, 
whose foliage turns orange and 
brilliant red in autumn, and 
which has the added interest of 
craggy, peeling bark in shades of orange-brown 
and cinnamon, which is most noticeable in winter 
when the tree is bare. It grows to a height of 
around 10m (30ft). 

Others will grow happily in containers, providing 
architectural structure and colour in areas which 
need them. Varieties ideal for pots include A. 
palmatum 'Garnet' and 'Corallinum', which are

slow-growing and will stay a manageable size in 
a pot, producing deep rich red foliage before leaf 
fall. 

Other good choices for autumn include the 
snake bark maples including Acer davidii 'George 
Forrest', with its red-stalked leaves, and the native 
field maple A. campestre, which has a broad, 
bushy habit and small green leaves which turn 
butter-yellow in autumn. 

The coral bark maple, A. palmatum 'Sango- 
kaku', is renowned for its orange-red young stems 
which glow in winter light after the butter yellow 
autumn leaves have fallen. It's a good choice for a 
smaller garden because it has upwardly sweeping 
branches as a young tree. 

For those growing acers in containers, repot the 
plant every three to five years, either back into 
the same container with fresh compost, or into a 


slightly larger one. 

Remove the plant from its pot, then gently 
tease out the roots and cut back any large, coarse 
ones. Put the tree in the new container then fill 
in with fresh compost so the root ball sits at the 
same level as before. Water well and mulch to 
suppress weeds. 

If the leaves turn brown during summer, 
chances are your plant's drying out. The leaves 
may also drop and the plant may appear dead, but 
if you water thoroughly and fork in well-rotted 
organic matter, it should recover. 

Generally, Japanese maples don't need pruning, 
but if you do want to keep it in check, just thin 
out overcrowded branches leaving the rest evenly 
spaced, or just shorten the longer branches by 
cutting them back to a side-shoot. Only prune 
when the plant is dormant, November to March.

Caine unable to 
retain GT title 


IT was not to be for Michael Caine 
as the defence of his Avon Tyres Brit¬ 
ish GT title came to an end after a 
frustrating and disappointing final 
round at Donington Park. 

He and co-driver Ahmad A1 Har- 
thy finished Sunday’s two-hour race 
in 12th place in their Motorbase Por¬ 
sche 997, well down on winners Matt 
Bell and Mark Patterson. 

It was always going to be tough for 
Caine to retain the title. He and A1 
Harthy went into the final round in 
fifth place overall, 10.5 points behind 
leader Andrew Howard, as the extra 
130kg of ballast they had to carry all 
season prevented them from making 
a stronger challenge. 

That they were in contention at all 
was testament to their consistency 
over the course of the season. 

Victory would have guaranteed 
the title but although the pair al¬ 
ready had two wins to their name, 
there was no chance of adding a 
third. Having qualified in 18th, sun¬ 
ny conditions on race day only exac¬ 
erbated the weight issue. 

Caine and his Motorbase team 
will not tolerate such a handicap in 
future, however, and the Newmarket 
driver said afterwards that he will 
not be racing a Porsche next year. 


“The success ballast from the Por¬ 
sche winning around the world has 
hit us hard,” he said. 

“If we just had 75kg we’d take that, 
but 130kg is ridiculous.” 

The odds were already stacked 
against Caine and A1 Harthy but any 
hope of a top-10 finish evaporated 
when the latter, driving the first stint, 
was put into a spin by David Jones’ 
Preci-Sparks Mercedes. 

A1 Harthy dropped out of the top 
20 and although Caine was in 14th 
place when he took over at the half¬ 
way stage, the damage had been 
done. Caine could only gain two 
more places before the chequered 
flag dropped. 

This year’s title went to Beechdean 
Aston Martin driver Howard, as he 
and co-driver Jonny Adam came 
home in fourth place. 

■ Oliver Jarvis was disappointed not 
to step on to the podium but was 
still pleased with his performance at 
the penultimate round of the FIA GT 
Championship in Navarra, Spain. 

The Newmarket driver finished 
fifth in the main race, an impres¬ 
sive result given that he and WRT 
co-driver Niki Mayr-Meinhof started 
from the back of the grid in their 
Audi R8 LMS ultra. 


The best chance of finishing in the 
top three had come in the previous 
day’s qualifying race, for which Jarvis 
took the first stint from third. 

A gamble on tyre choice in wet 
conditions backfired and resulted 
in them finishing last, meaning that 
was where they started race two. 

Sebastien Loeb and Alvaro Parente 
went on to win both races. 

“It was a real shame about the first 
race,” said Jarvis. 

“It was a bit of a gamble. The track 
just didn’t dry and unfortunately we 
were struggling. What should have 
been a positive first race turned out 
to be a real disappointment.” 

Starting at the back of the grid for 
the second race meant a podium 
place was unrealistic but Mayr- 
Meinhof and Jarvis did an excellent 
job to finish fifth.

Smoky Hill aiming to 
fly the Tricolore at HQ 


SMOKY Hill will bid to become 
the first French winner of the 
Betfred Cesarewitch in 67 years 
at Dubai Future Champions 
Day on Newmarket's Rowley 
Mile on Saturday. 

Lady Cecil-trained Tiger Cliff, 
who won the Betfred Ebor, 
headed the list of 43 horses still 
engaged following Monday's 
penultimate entry stage. 

He will have to carry 9st 101b 
while Smoky Hill gets in on the 
8st 11 lb mark. 

Monsieur I'Amiral was the 
last winner from the other 
side of the Channel in 1946, 
and Smoky Hill trainer Mikel 
Delzangles said: "Smoky Hill is 
definitely well handicapped off 
a mark of 90 given that he ran 
so well when fourth in a Group 
Three last time out after the 
weights came out. 

"We nearly ran him in the 
(Group 1) Prix du Cadran but 
this race is worth more and we 
can always go for the Cadran 
next year. With over 30 runners, 
he is going to need some luck 
but it is always great to race in 
England. 

"The distance will suit him 
as, rather surprisingly given 
that his dam, Danasakya, was 
placed in the Cheveley Park 
Stakes, he is a very strong 
stayer." 

On the issue of ground, 
Delzangles added: "It would be 
better if we got a drop of rain. 
But Smoky Hill will still run 
whatever the ground." 


There have been a total five 
supplementary entries for the 
two Group One juvenile races 
on Saturday's card, the Dubai 
Dewhurst Stakes and the Vision, 
ae Middle Park Stakes. 

The Richard Fahey-trained 
and Cheveley Park Stud- 
owned Supplicant has been 
supplemented for the Vision.ae 
Middle Park Stakes alongside 
Richard Hannon's Molecomb 
Stakes and Sirenia Stakes hero 
Brown Sugar, and Green Door, 
who won the Flying Childers 
Stakes for Oily Stevens' yard. 

And the Godolphin pair of 
Outstrip and Be Ready have 
been added to the Dubai 
Dewhurst Stakes. 

Michael Prosser, head of 
racing for the East region for 
the Jockey Club, is excited 
about this year's stellar card 
and pointed out just how good 
the 2012 meeting proved to 
be in identifying top-class 
performers. 

He said: "The day is all 
about showcasing the stars of 
the future.

"We are very pleased with 
the quality and quantity of 
entries at the five-day stage 
and the Dubai Dewhurst Stakes 
once again looks as if it will be 
Europe's defining two-year-old 
race of the season." 
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
